The claim of reparations «dn direct 
talks with the .Germans: he. said... did 


not imply any condonation of the crimes 
the Germans. had committed. It ought 
to be regarded as an-attempt to achieve 
at .least a partial redress and not as a 
reconciliation -or. peace. offering. : 

It: was absurd to suggest. he continued, 
that negotiations with Wesfern Germany 
aimed at. whitewashing German rearma- 
ment.and. helping Germany to come 
back into the comity of nations. The 
Israeli Note of last.March had been 
directed to all the Occupying Powers, 
including Soviet Russia, and. the Jewish 
claims for-reparation.were directed both 
to .West and to East Germany. 

There had been no. response. either 
from the Russian or. from the East Ger- 
man Governments, he. continued. © On 
the other hand. the Western Occupying.

Thirteen per cenit of the West German 
population -would revival ol 
Nazism. 

This was stated by Mr. John McCloy. 
the U.S, High. Commissioner, in a speech 
at Freiburg University.on Monday. His 
office. said Mr. McCloy. undertook 
frequent studies to determine the strength 
of neo-Nazi ‘movements. a_ recent 
public opinion. poll Germans were asked 
what their attitude would be if a new 
party, similar to the Nazis, tried to seize 
power. 

Ten percent. said: they would like to 
see it. happen, though they would: not 
give such a party their active support: 
three per cent said they would give full 
support to such a movement: 20 
cent said. they. would. do everything 
possible to prevent it; 30 percent would 
not like te see it happen. ‘but would do 
nothing to prevent it; 2.3 per. cent said 
they would not care: while 14 per cent 
expressed no -opimion,

ISRAELI POUND NOT TO BE DEVALUED

“JERUSALEM 

The Knesset Finance Commitice on 
Wednesday issued a statement, approved 
bv Mr. FE. Kaplan. the Finance Minister, 
who is indisposed, denying rumours that 
the Government-intended to devalue the 
Israeli pound when new banknotes, now 
being printed in Eritain, were put into 
sirculation. | 
. These rumours, it is beheved, were 
largely responsible for the big fall in the 
Israeli pound last week in Zurich. It is 
estimated that several millon pounds 
worth of Israeli banknotes are in_circula- 
tion abroad, and rumours. of their 
devaluation resulted in heavy selling. 

There has also been a run on some of 


the smaller banks here. The economic 
position. as well as the new budget to 
be presented to the Knesset next month. 
was discussed af a special meeting of the 
Cabine: on Sunday. . The talks covered 
the. whole field of economic — affairs, 
including production, exports. wages, 
expenditure, and foreign exchange. They 
will be concluded on Sunday. when, it 
is believed. the Cabinet will decide to 
reduce expenditure drastically, resulting 
in a consilerable lowering of the stan- 
dard of living.

MULTIPLICITY OF 
APPEALS 


Dr. S. Levenberg’s Plea for 
Co-ordination 


By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


Dr. S. Levenberg, representative of 
the Jewish Agency in London and. Chair- 
man of the recently formed Committee 


_ for the Authorisation and Co-ordination 


of Israel. Appeals in this country, 
declared at'a press conference, on Jues- 
day, that there was a shocking multi- 
plicity of appeals,.-which could only 
harm the major instruments of fund- 
raising on behalf of the Jewish State. 

He made it clear that he was referring 
only to appeals made on behalf of Israel: 
instHutions or © organisations. and not 
communal campaigns, and said that the 
number of such Israeli appeals in Britain 
wus between 25 and 30. 

While only about 18,000 Jews, said 


Dr. Levenberg, contributed to the J.P.A.: 


the multiphcity of minor appeals caused 
confusion. Should the present situation 
continue it would most likely Jead to 
diminution of contributions. 

The Committee for Authorisation and 
Co-ordination of Isracl Appeals, which 
consisted of representatives. of the J.P.A.., 
J.N.F.. Keren Hayesod, Zionist Federa- 
tion, Mizrachi, and Poale Zion. had the 
full support of the Israeli Legation, and 
the Chief Rabbi had also agreed with its 
principles. This. committee had now 
reached a general understanding with the 
Charities Committee of the Board of 
Deputies, and had concluded agreements 
with other bodies, such as the Youth 
Aliyah or Federation Women 
Zionists, as. to the timing and conduct 
of their own campaigns. 

Dr. Levenberg stressed thai there was 
no attempt to establish a dictatorship 
by the Jewish Agency or the committee, 
or to discriminate against any particular 
group. Their only aim was to bring some 
order. into the fund-raising efforts, 
eliminate those which were not-essential 
from the overriding point of view of 
Israel’s financial and economic position. 
and. above all, to safeguard the priority 
of the Joint Palestine Appéal.:as the 
central fund-raising agency for Israel. It 
was, therefore, agreed that the J.P.A. 
campaign, to be opened by Mr. Shareti 
at the beginning of February, should 
have first priority. 

In regard to the appeal launched on 
behalf of the Poale Aguda [Institutions in 
Israel (reporied in last week's JeEwisH 
CHRONICLE), Dr. Levenberg read a cable 
from the Jewish Agency and the Head 
Office of the Keren Hayesod, which 
described this appeal as “* completely 
unjustified.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


IMPATIENCE OF SPIRIT 


And Moses spoke so unto the chil- 
dren of Israel ; but they hearkened not 
unto Moses for impatience of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage. (Ex. vi, 9.) 


HE lack of response on the part 
of his oppressed people to 
Moses’s message of hope and 
redemption is one of the most poignant 


incidents in the history of our people. 


The great leader comes to the down- 
trodden Hebrews with the joyful tid- 
ings that their God has heard their cry 
for help, and to his dismay they turn a 
deaf ear to his stirring news. 

Disappointing and tragic though this 
is, the Torah is quick to point out the 
reasons for the failure of Moses’s mes- 
‘Sage to penetrate to the hearts of the 
people. They were a slave people ; 
many bitter years of oppression and 
torment had paralysed their souls, 
they had learnt, as slaves do, to think 
only im terms of tramMediate survival ; 
the vision of a life of freedom was 
beyond their spiritual grasp. 

The’ ancient story is re-enacted 
to-day in the comparative failure of 
the message of Judaism to make itself 
heard and to elicit a response. Judatsm 
has always had to battle for its exist- 
ence ; its adherents have had to be in 
the forefront of the battle ever since it 
first brought to mankind its new mes- 
sage of man’s duties to the God of 
justice and righteousness. But in spite 
of its many vicissitudes, it 1s doubtful 
whether Judaism has ever had to face 
the indifference to its teachings it is 
facing in the twentieth century. How 
do we account for this decline in 
Jewish religious faith ? Our text gives 
the answer: “ But they hearkened not 
unto Moses for impatience of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage.” | 


HE. Hebrew original for “ im- 
patience of spirit is kofzer ruah, 


and this can bear the translation of . 
shortness of spirit.” or “lack of . 


spirit.” What more adequate summing 
up can be. found of. the. spiritual 
malaise of our time ? 

Yet we have emerged from the dark 
days of scientific materialism into a 
more reasonable atmosphere of recog- 
nition of spiritual values: © Many 
modern scientists and thinkers are 


groping their. way to the concept of 


the Divine Creator. And if two terrible 


world wars have brought in their wake 
perplexity, disillusion, and a lowering 
of moral standards, they hav. at the 
same time, by_opening our eyes to the 
depths of degradation to which human 
beings can descend, made us aware of 
our dependence on God. 

In the Jewish world, the tremendous 
events in Israel, the heroism of our 
young people who gave their lives that 
others may live, the fulfilment of the 
ancient hope of two thousand years, 
and the spirit of self-sacrifice in order 
to provide a home for the homeless, 
have created a new spirit among Jews 


everywhere. 


~ 


"THE second reason for the rejection 
of the message of Judaism is given 


in the second part of our text. The 
Hebrew words aboda kasha, trans- 
lated as “cruel bondage,” mean 


literally “ hard labour,” and, in terms 
of the problems of Jews living to-day, 
they express the distractions of modern 
life, the difficult struggke for existence, 
and, for Jews, the economic problems 
connected with the observance of that 


‘cornerstone of Judatsm, the Sabbath, 


all of which make a life of loyalty to 
Judaism so difficult. 

Yet here too there is room for hope. 
The world ts slowly moving towards 
an understanding of how vital it ts to 
fashion a better world anda more just 
social order. Already the bad old days 
of child labour in. the mines, of 
sweated Jabour, of the harsh treatment 


of the poor and the needy, are things 


of the past. Social service ts the key- 
note of our society. In Israel, Sabbath 
observance need not be at the cost of 
great financial loss, and even outside 
Israel, despite the many real economic 
difficulties, it is possible to-day for 
those who really desire to make sacri- 
fices to keep the. Sabbath as it should 
be kept, 

As our people of cold, we must learn 
to rise, despite our. previous failures, 
above the hindrances of kotzer ruah 
and aboda kasha and embrace the 
full spiritual life of Jewish tradition 
which alone can. bring happiness and 
lasting satisfaction to the Jew.

THE CHALLENGE OF JUDAISM

Traditional Judaism, founded ‘upon 
sacred Scripture, expounded and 


_ developed by rabbinic genius, has a 
_Vitalmessage to convey to this dis- 
“turbed and perplexed generation, It 


possesses the ability to provide an 
encouraging and definite contribution 


to. the social. ethical, and cultural 


problems which puzzle members of all 
faith 

In a world which bears the scars of 
two shattering wars and which is dis- 
tracted by social, economic, moral, and 
sychological upheavals which have fol- 
owed in. the wake of these world 
catastrophes, men and women seek guid- 
ance and direction. They turn in vain to 
a variety of economic theories and politi- 
cal ideologies, for religion alone holds 
the key to the solution; provided that 
rel'gion is properly understood and cor- 
rectly applied. Not religion as the word 
is used in common. parlance, with. its 
abstract philosophy and vague generali- 
ties, but religion as seen in Judaism, with 
its complete corpus of social, ethical, and 
moral laws, its direction to cotrect living 
and its emphas's upon the reflection of 
the Divine ordinance in the affairs of men. 

It was the realisation of the perplexities 
of our time and the contribution which 
Judaism can make to their. elucidation 
which prompted the Minister and the 
Wardens of the Hampstead Synagogue to 


arrange for a series of addresses to- be 


delivered from the pulpit of that syna- 
gogue on five consecutive Sabbaths during 
the month of December. The title of the 
Challenge of Historical 
Judaism to our Time,” aptly conveyed 
their purpose and intention. 

The Chief Rabbi inaugurated the series 
bv surveying the magnitude of the prob- 
lems which confront this generation. He 
showed: how the. history of Jewry con- 
tributed to the creation of an integrated 
human personality, aware of his great 
religious heritage. 


Importance of the Synagogue 


The Rev. Ephraim Levine developed the 
theme of “ The importance of the syna- 
gogue” as ‘an expression of communal 
responsibility.” He. descnbed. the part 
which the traditional place of worship 
can play within the framework of com- 
munal activity, and called attention to the 
need for a return to the central institu- 
tion of religious expression. 

“ The Jewish approach to social ethics 
and morakty was. considered by the 
Rev. Dr. A. Cohen. Ina survey of the 
teachings of Judaism on righteousness in 
society; he revealed the fallacy of the 
modern tendency which directs man 
towards the search for economic. solu- 
tions and overlooks the fact that essen- 
tially man is a spiritual entity. 
= “*The challenge to Faith within a 
scientific age ’ is a fundamental problem 
in this era which both glories in and lives 
in dread of the discoveries of sciencé and 
technology. The Rev. Emmanuel 
Drukker, of Newcastle, however, quoted 
proof from a variety of sources to. indi- 


cate the basic. need for religion = which . 


alone can save humanity from its mad 
onrush. towards self-destruction. 

The last of the series of addresses was 
delivéred by. the Rev. I. Levy on “ The 
sacred and the secular in modern society.”’ 
He drew attention to the growing and 
dangerous tendency to sever religion from 


the life of the State, with the 
clash between political ideologies ang the 
claims of morality. He showed 
the principles of religion must. Permeate 
social and national hfe and must fefyg 
to: bow to economic expediency, 
This brief résumé of the series g 
addresses ind‘cates that the synagogue cay 
still serve as a vital medium for the inte,. 
pretation of Judaism to the masses. Tha 
there is a demand on the pari of th 
worshippers in our synagogues io lean 
what Judaism has to convey to this 
troubled generation is clear from th 
attendances in the Hampstead Synagogy 
during those five weeks. 
Stimulating and informative though 
these sermons. were. they wer 


resultant 


addressed to a limited aud‘ence which, 


no doubt, will have derived benefit from 
them. But what of the vast untouched 
masses Of the community who are pre 
vented from hearing pulpit. addresses? 
There is need for a campaign of mags 
enlightenment, 

_ This is an urgent task which should be 
undertaken by -the organised religious 
bodies throughout the country. — The 
United Synagogue and the Federation of 
Synagogues in London and similar organi. 
sations in the provinces would render 
lasting service to the community if. they 
would undertake to publish appropriate 


pamphlets and suitable reading material. 


and disseminate them among their mem. 
bers. The synagogue is still the vehicle 
for the expression of communal respon- 
sib‘lity, and through its efforts great 
advances could be made in the sphere of 
adult education. 

The sermons delivered in the Hamp. 
stead Synagogue are shortly to be pub. 
lished. in booklet form. The circulation 
will, for. financial reasons, be limited.

UNIVERSITY’S NEED

Dr. Salaman’s Comments

The Board, it is understood, in accepting 
the resignation of Professor Brodetsky, 
the University’s President since 1949, 
expressed its deep appreciation of his 
efforts on behalf of the University, and 
the hope that the institution would con- 
tinue to enjoy the benefit of his interest 
and co-operation. 

The Board also approved unanimously 
a resolution submitted by Dr. Redcliffe 
N. Salaman, F.R.S., who had spent a 
week surveying the work of the Univer- 
sity, expressing the Board’s confidence in 
the University’s academic and admunistra- 
tive staff. : 

Addressing a press conference here, 
Dr. Salaman said that “‘none but the 
blind or prejudiced would attempt to 
evaluate a great qnd composite imstitu- 
tion. embracing over 300 professors and 
teachers and 2,500 students, by its weakest 
‘poimis.”” 

High Standards 


He pointed out that, in the four years 
since the University was forced to leave 
its well-equipped home on Mount Scopus, 
it had re-established itself in Jerusalem. 
Though scattered over some 25 different 
buildings, the University still retained its 
distinctive personality. The teaching staff, 
the students, and the administration, by 
their zeal and devotion, had succeeded in 
maintaining the University’s high 
standards. Like other institutions of its 
kind, the University had its weak, as well 
as its strong points. One or two of its 
departments might not be up-to the 
highest standards, but he was nevertheless 
convinced that the University was one of 
the foremost in the world, deserving the 
full support of world Jewry. 

There was a great danger, however, said 
Dr..

WAR-TIME HANGING

Story of Letter to Stalin 
From a Correspondent 


UNser' Tsarr. the New York Yiddish 
monthly, has published details. collected 
and ¢dited by Mr. Victor Shulman. 
which throw. more light on the deaths of 
Henrik. Erlich and Victor Alter. the two 
leaders of the Bund (WJewish Socialist 
Party). 

Ten years ago, in December, 1941, these 
Jewish leaders were executed by the 
Russian pdlice. This fact. was kept secret 
and announced only two years later, by 
the late Mr. Maxim. Litvinoff. Soviet 
Ambassador to the United States. To an 
asionished .world. Mr. Litvinoff disclosed 
that Erlich and Alter were. executed for 
“ subversive” activities against the Soviet 
Union. Among oiher things, they were 
said to have appealed to Soviet troops 
tO conclude an :mmediate peace treaty 
with Getmany.

Whether this was the sole reason for 


their execution is d‘fficult to assess, but 


certainly throws an interesting sidehight 
on the attitude of the Soviet rulers 
towards national lTberation as visualised 
and proposed by the Bundist leaders.

BEFORE the public can understand the 
course to which the affairs of the Hebrew 
University have been set; an account of the 
recent. deliberations. in Jerusalem of the 
Board of Governors fuller than last week's 
bald communiqué will be needed. The 
University now. has neither a President nor 
a Chairman of Governors. — Professor 
BRODETSKY’'S resignation (which is obviously

Senate, which conducts the academic affairs 
of the University and recommends candi- 
dates for appointments. On_ this showing 
it appears that the present constitution gives 
the University no real head but leaves its

THis week's debate in the Ad Hoc

This is not the 
first time the Arabs have hurt. themselves

JUDICIAL MURDER 

THE Iraqi Government has made its own 
typical contribution to the cause of peace and 
understanding in the Middle East, if not the 
world, by arranging for the judicial murder

at the United States Information Office in 
Baghdad. The appeal for clemency addressed 
to Baghdad by the President of the United 
Nations Assembly, Dr. Luis) NeRvo, was 
reyected with contumely, and Dr. JAmMAti, 
the Iraqi delegate, informed the Ad Hoc 
Committee that the executions were Iraq's 
own affair. No doubt they were. And no 
doubt.the world, given time, will draw ‘its 
own conclusions, There is something par- 
ticularly barbaric about the Lraqi proceed- 
ings, Ehe court in which the farce of a trial 
was held was a “special” one, and the 
presiding judge acted as a vindictive prose- 
cutor. The accused’s first. defence lawver 
was intimidated into. withdrawal. and their 
“guilt” was deduced from alleged confes- 
sions, -admittediv” extracted under torture. 
and repudiated passionately by both prisoners 
in court. One of the findings of the court 
against the accused was that of “ an intention 
to murder for political purposes.” It did not 
matter, in the Iraqi. scheme. of-evidenee and 
justice, that there was no proof of any kind 
that the accused had thrown any bombs and 
there were no witnesses. The indictment. 
however, may be applied accurately to the 
court, and through it to Iraq, which stands 
condemned for “an intention to murder for 
political purposes.” Perhaps the most horri- 
lying aspect of the case is the indifference 
shown by statesmen and people everywhere. 
The conscience of the world has sunk to such 
a low level that judicial murder, be the vic- 
tims Jew or Gentile, can be passed by without 
a single protest from the Chancelleries of the 
so-called civilised Powers:

The new. publication js. a_ more 
detailed description of the inner life and orga- 
nisation of Orthodox Jewry in Germany. whose 
classical period was initiated by the genius and 
writings of Samson Raphael Hirsch (1 
1888) and was dominated by such giants of 
Jewish learning and activity as S. B. Bamberger. 
Israel Hildesheimer, David Hoffmann. Salomon 
Breuer, and Jacob Rosenheim. 

German Jewish Orthodoxy in this modern sense

ENCYCLOPEDIA OF RELIGION 


Encyclopedia of Religion and Religions. By 
E. Royston Pike. Allen & Unwin. 30s.

‘This book is, as its tule denotes, an encyclopedia 
not only of religion but also of the many forms ot! 
faith. all Created at one time or another as channels 
leading towards the attainment -of the ideal for 
which the term religion stands. It does not claim 
to compete with any of the larger works with a 
similar object. nor. is it a handbook for the scholar. 


But as a handy work in. one volume covering 4 


very wide. field’ and dealing. with -innumerable 
topics, it. should be very useful to the ordinary 
reader, interesied in religion in general or in some 


specjal form, and anxious to refresh his memory 


or to extend his knowledge. 

Thus, by the © side. of brief articles. on 
theological tenets and pmiosophical ideas. are to 
be found many other-articles on facts rather thao 
thoughts’ or opimions. and still brnefer notes 
on. individuals, rites, ceremonies. practices. scrip- 
tures. creeds, churches. and organisaiions, Works 
of this charactér are usually produced .by an ediio: 
or editors. and a corps..of. coniributors. So wide 
is Mr. Pike's knowledge that he has felt himsel! 
able to allot to himself the functions ‘both 
ediior and contributor. But he has had the advan- 
tage of the advice of a number of specialists in 
different: fields. For Judaism, -Mr.. J... H.. Taytor 
has acted in this capacity. 


Ancient and Modern 


To review-a work of this character adequaicly 
one should be also an encyclopedist, a claim which 
ihe present reviewer does not make. li is proposed, 
therefore, to set on one side- the “many articles that 
have no special Jewish interest and ta concentrate 
on the others. But here, also, only a few can be 
chosen out of many... Among the longer ** Jewish 
articles. that on Judaism inevitably stands out. This 
article, extending to two and a. half pages, is one 
of the longest in the book. Other extensive Jewrsh 
contributions are Talmud (one column) and Cabbala 
(a page). Palestine is given half a column: Israel 
sull less; Hebrew or Hebrews (apart from the New 
Testament book) and the Jews are not mentioned 
outside the article on Judaism. The other ** Jewish — 
articles are for the most part too brief to be o 
any particular value. The Prophets and other 
books” of the Bible receive a few lines each. apart 
from those on Isaiah, Jeremiah. and Genesis, which 
receive half a column each. 

There are many very brief biographies——ancient 
and modern. But Freud‘ gWen more. space than 
Moses. and Joanna Southcott four times as much 
as Spinoza. “ Bridegroom of Genesis or Bride- 
groom of the Law” is a curious entry, brie!

In February, 1925, a new periodical, 
founded and edited by a moody journa- 
list of genius named Harold Ross (who 
died only recently jn his fifties); appeared 
in New York. Its audacity combined 
with its meticulosity—both the result of 


. brilliant editing—soon made the New 


YORKER (for such was its name) famous 
throughout a far wider world even than 
that encompassed by America’s largest 
city. To have one’s work printed in the 
New YORKER became the hall-mark of 
merit to author and artist alike. 

For this reason alone, it would have 
been interesting to read the selection of 
68. American. short, stories, dated from 
1928 to 1940, culled for this book by Mr. 
1s additionally instructive 
io compare ihe. American technique of 
short-story. writing with that in England, 
and to discover that, on a literary plane, 
the differences are not as distinctive as 
might have been thought. | 

Atmosphere, however, is a different 
matter, and if. these are typical—as no 


doubt they are--then the American scene, ’ 


even allowing for the disastrous slump 
period that occurred. in the course of 
those 1S. years, was streaked with a melan-

SELIG BRODETSKY 


HE some of 


Sehg Brodetsky’s colleagues: 


in Zionism have been in the 
habit of calling him, is—and not for 
the first time in his career—the 
centre of an anti-cyclone. The area 
of atmospheric high pressure on this 
occasion lies in the Hebrew. Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem, from the Presi- 
dency of which Professor Brodetsky 
has just resigned after holding office 
only since 1949. There is no doubt 
that a — gulf separates Brodet- 
sky's estimate of. the status and 
powers of such a position from that 
of the other officers in charge at the 
University. No more than the late 
Dr. Magnes, his’ predecessor, has he 
been willing to rest under the sup- 
position that the ornamental quali- 
lies of the job rise above what he 
conceives to be its practical rights 
and privileges. 
From this, rather than any faults 
on either side, derives the clash that 


to Brodetsky’s” resignation.. 
although it must be added that. it jis 


doubtful whether he would have taken 
such a step if it had not been for his 
recent. bout of serious ill-health: 
pugnacity of character is ill suited to 
a meek role,

Yet when he took on the job of 
University President, he must-have 
known what struggles awaited him. 
especially as effective power lies in the 
hands of the. Senate, of which the 
President. according to the peculiarities 
of. the University constitution. is not 
officially a member. His connection 
with the University dates back to the 
Official inauguration in 1925, which he 
attended as representative. of the 
Univdsity of Leeds: He has. been.a 
member of the Hebrew University’s 
Board of Governors ‘since 1926, its 
Deputy-Chairman since 1945, In 1927. 
he headed the four-man committee that 
recommended the transition of the 
Hebrew University. from. a research 
institution to a teaching institution. 

When, in. 1949. he succeeded Dr. 
Magnes, the situation was desperate: 
the University had been evacuated 
from. Mount Scopus and had no real 
home ; new faculties had to be started 
to meet the needs of thé new State: 
costs were rising. But the Senate.and 
its professors were not: prepared to 
accord fo him the emergency powers 
he. believes he needed to re-establish 
equilibrium. So, like many’ other 
institutions. jn. Isfael, the University 
moves from crisis to crisis; the irony 
in. this case being that, according to 
Brodetsky s claim,.the corrective steps 
now being taken were all largely the 
result of his own adjurations.

It is. surprising 
that Brodetsky’s 
health had not 
broken down long 
before, considering 
the fantastic pub- 
lie life he led for 
the previous 20 
years. in 1928. 
when he was 
holding a full-time 
job at Leeds, he

Short, but stockily: built and full of 
energy, he looked. as° strong as 
horse ; but even horses need rest, and 
rest never entered . much into 
Brodetsky's scheme of things. In fact, 
in. 1939, spurred on by the notorious

that year, he added to his jobs by being 
élected to the Board of Deputies, 
representing Leeds synagogue, 
When Neville Laski resigned the 
Presidency of' the Board in December, 
1939, Brodetsky. was persuaded by his 
Zionist. friends to “capture” the 
Board for the Zionist Movement.. He 
was. elected and “re-elected President 
for just over three terms, until June, 
1949.

From 1928 onwards, — therefore, 
Brodetsky was. personally involved in 
all the. great Zionist issues of the day, 
not to mention the communal ones:

Selig 
was the fourth child and the third 
son of a family of 18 children. His 
father, who died’ only in. 1942, was. a 
Talmudical scholar who considered it 
wrong to. explor his knowledge by 
earning his. living as a rabbi: So he 
took the post of shammias, first in the 
Spital Street Synagogue and then in 
that of Fashion Street. The whole 
family ‘lived in. grinding poverty. 
supplementing their living by making 
and filling cigarette packets at Is. 3d. 
a thousand: And yet it was from his 
father. that. Selig first learnt mathe- 
matics ; not from Western books, but 


‘trom the Talmud. His father deduced 


for himself the principles. of spherical 
geometry by. slicing potatoes. and 
even. compiled. his own logarithmic 
tables.

Selig went to the Jews’ Free School, 


of which one of the attractions was 


the issue Of a free sunt of clothes each 


vear to each boy. Simultaneously, 
he went to a Talmud. Torah, where 
he learnt Hebrew. At home the 
language was Yiddish. 


A typical bright Jewish scholarship 
boy, he made the most of his oppor-- 


tunitres. Scholarships kept him. at 
school in the City til he was 18. 
He specialised in. mathematics, but 
became too facile and won only a 
minor scholarship to Trinity College, 
Cambridge. This he supplemented to 
£200 a year from other scholarships, 
but so much wealth unsettled «him. 
Although he took the first part of 
the Mathematical. Tripos’ and. was 
bracketed Senior Wrangler in 1908. in 


he used the income from his Isacc 


Part Il the following year he got a 
Second Class. He spent much time on 
Zionist politics, and when the Haham. 
Dr. Gaster, founded the Cambridge 
University Zionist Society in 1907, 
Selig became its first secretary 
Failing to get a Trinity Pellowship. 


Newton Research Scholarship 
in 1912 for a year and a half to the 
University of Leipzig to study mathe- 
matical astronomy, and in 1913 he 
took his Ph.D... He soon became 
President of the Leipzig Zionist 
Students’ Union. 

After some research on the exact 
sciences in the Talmud. in January, 
1914, he became a lecturer in Applied 
Mathematics at the University of 
Bristol. The loss. through disease. of 
part of a finger on his right hand dis- 
qualifred him from military Service ih 
World War I, but circumstances com- 
pelled him and his only remaining 
colleague in the Mathematical Depart- 
nrent to take on no tess than 20 hours’ 
lecturing each week till the war 
ended. Brodetsky, then an. Executive 
member of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, spent his week-ends making 
Zionist’: speeches-—he. js torrential 
speaker—all round Wales and Western 
England, and towards the middle of 
the war, he also took on optical work 
in London, which he visited weekly. 
it was while at Bristol that he met 
his future wife (she was born in 
Bialystok), who had escaped to 
England from Belgium... They married 
in 1919 and have a son and a daughter,

In the same year. as his marriage, 
Brodetsky was Offered a Lectureship 
both at Leeds and at Manchester. He 
took Leeds in the hope of hetter 
chances of promotion and. in fact. suc- 
ceeded straight to a Readership. He got 
a full Professorship in 1924, became 
head of the department in 1946. and 
Professor Emeritus in 1948. When 
Dr. Weizmann left Europe in 1948 


to become President of Israel, Brodet- 
sky succeeded his leader as President: 


of the English Zionist. Federation. 

Selig Brodetsky has faithfully served 
Anglo-Jewry and Zionism. His tem- 
perament, however, has its own dicho- 
tomy : the preciseness of the mathe- 
matician (he even. reads motor-car 
registration letters not as“ burt 
as “LM? at war with the improvisa- 
tions of the politician. But he is 
not the guileful type of politician-— 
he is too direct and buil-headed for 
that. It was not only his pro-British 
orientation as a4 young man in the 
Leipzig University Zionist Society 
that earned him. the sobriquet of 
“John Bull.” Probably it is this 
“two-way” temperament-—plus his 
own not always appreciated brand of 
acid humour—-that went a long way 
towards making his tenure of office as 
President of the Board of Deputies

HAVE recenily ‘visited the four 

Scandinavian countries--Sweden, 

Denmark, Finland: and. Norway- 
in order to interest their Governments 
and their expdrters in the ~ Conquest 
of the Desert ” Exhibition to be held 
in Jerusalem. in. 1983. The response 
was encouraging and, in the process, 


‘T saw and heard quite a lot of. the 


Jewish communities in each country. 
The four communities vary Con- 
siderably in size and character. — In 
Sweden there are about 16,000 Jews ; 
‘n Denmark about 7,000; in Finland, 
27000: -and: in Norway about a 
thousand. Each community naturally 
takes on something of the colour of 
the countrv where it is domiciled. For 
example. the Swedish Jews,- like the 
Swedes themselves. are more reserved, 
Danish Jewry 
lhe Danish Jews, like the Danes. 
seem the yoiliest. Danish Jewry is an 
old community, and.as far back as 
1812 founded a Jewish. elementary 
school jn Copenhagen, still in opera- 
tion to-day, with 220 Jewish children, 
State grants. and a non-Jewish head- 
master! The Finnish Jews, like Fin- 
land. itself. are the isolated ; 
while the Jews of Norway are the

ing in the churches in support of his 
idea 

Israel thus plays an important part 
in maintaining and even improving the 
good relations between Scandinavian 
Jews and their neighbours. All the 
Scandinavian countries are small and 
democratic, and feel very sympathetic 
towards Israel] as another small and 
democratic country. Three of the 
Scandinavian countries have Left-wing 
Governments: al! are keenly interested 
in the co-operative movement. which 
again brings Israel! into line with them. 

The Zionist Movement in Scan- 
dinavia raises much money for Israel. 
[he Jewish community in Finland 
claims that it competes with South 
Africa in raising-more per head for 


Israel than any other country in the | 


world. During Israel’s War of Libera- 
tion, both Finland and. Denmark sent 
parties of young Jewish men and 


-women to help in the fighting: a few 


stayed on. But most of them returned 
lo Scandinavia, and there is now Jittle 
emigration to Israel, as conditions for 
Jews in all the four countries are so 
good. Attempts are, however. being 
made to interest young 
especially in Denmark 
in the possibility of a -vear’s service 
in nat Sherut.

Some Scandinavian Jews each vear

focus of attention on Israel, especially 
in matters of trade. An

Norway supplies Isracl with the 
frozen cod that is Israel's staple diet. 
Finland has entered into a trade agree- 
ment with Israe! for $14.000.000_ of 
which $4000 000 is earmarked for 
prefabricated wooden huts exported 
from Finland, and another $1,000,000 
for Finnish earth-moving and road- 
making equipment. In return,: Israel 
exports to Scandinavia oranges. tex- 
tiles. and Kaiser-Frazer motor cars, 
the parts of which are made in 
America and assembled at Haifa. 
They seem to be slightly cheaper than 
American cars sent to Scandinavia 
direct from the United States.

DR. ALTMANN ON RELIGION IN ISRAEL 
“No Spiritual Leadership ” 


From our Correspondent 


MANCHESTER 

A critictism of the rabbis of Israe! was 
made by Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, Com- 
munal Rabb? of Manchester, at a recep- 
tion to him, on his return from Israel, 
given by the Zionist Central Council and 
Manchester and Salford Synagogue 
Council, at The Holme, Prestwich, on 
Monday. 

One found in Israel, said the rabbi, 
a mixture of Jewrics of varied origins, 
and it was only natural that as yet Israel! 
had noi produced one type of rabbi 
suitable to the country-—-as could be 
found in other communities. 

He had heard some people state that 
they did noi go io synagogue because 
they found the service too boring, and 
others remark that they would rather 
listen, on the radio, to the solemn music 
of Bach and Handel in preference to 
attending a service. 
| While the rabbis were fulfilling their 
legal duties, in regard, for instance, to 
such matters as marriage and divorce, 
they were not achieving the aim of fill- 
ing the spiritual needs of the Community. 
He had found that people were longing 


for religious guidance. spiritual 
awakening was taking place in Israel, 
but there wag no spiritual leadership. 
The only places where he had found the 
right type of spiritual leaders had been 
in kibbutzim, where men who had lived 
among the people there, and understood 
them, had been appointed.

AIDING THE SICK 
AND HELPLESS 


Hendon Bikkur Cholim 


By a jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Fulfilling the mitzva of helping and 
comforting the sick is the special 
concern of the Hendon Bikkur Cholim, 
which, under the patronage of the 
Chief Rabbi, ministers to the needs of 
between 50 and 60 persons a week. 

Founded about four years ago. the 
socety has had to deal with an ever 
increasing demand for its services. In 
1950 it dealt with 350 cases, and during 
1951 between 400 and 500. While work- 
ing mainly in North-West London, its 
activilies are not confined solely to that 
area. No. deserving case is, I was 
informed, ever refused attention. 

Details of the society's activities were 
given to me by the Secretary, Mr. 
Gottfried Muller. Most of the persons 
fo. whom attention is given are poor 
people. Those who can afford to pay 
do so. 

The society, he said. employed betwéen 


40 and. 50 paid workers. some of them 


trained or partially trained nurses, who 
gave their services both day and night. 
Mrs. Abigail Lewis, Welfare Adviser 
to the Bikkur Cholim, told me of cases 
where Jewish people had no - help 
whatsoever. 
The soc‘ety can continue its humani- 
tarian. work only if more funds and 
communal support are forthcoming. It 
is confronted with an éver- worsening 
financial position.

Day Nurseries 


F 1 had influence enough, not a 
mother should bring up a child 
herself; there should be créches 

for the rich as well as the poor. If 

1 had twenty children 1 would send 
them all to a créche, seeing, of course, 
that it was a well-managed créche.” 

The speaker was Florence Nightin- 
ale ~a lady who was never afraid of 
act work, either for herself or for 
others. How does that square wit 
the idea we often hear expressed 

to-day~-that. the day nursery 15 
merely a convenient dumping-ground 
for the “good-time mother”? 
Granted the vital necessity of the day 
nursery for the mother who has to 
go out to work, is it really the best 
thing for the average child ? 


What the under-five wants is very 


simple. He wants to be at home with 
his mother, educating himself con- 
stantly by touching this, trying out 
that, in this way he learns more 
rapidiy and pleasantly than he would 
do in any but the finest of nurseries, 
full of educational toys, and staffed 
by people who really know how to 
use them. 


Biessing to Mothers 


But what of the mother? There 
are few employments more wearing 
than keeping part of the mind con- 
stantly at the toddier’s level; and the 
more intellectual and conscientious 
the mother is, the harder she finds it. 
For her the part4ime nursery is a 
blessing: and it was significant that 
at the recént conference held by the 
National Society of Children’s Nur- 
series, all the mothers who spoke said 
so in a. most emphatic manner. 

At the moment, dav nurseries are 
under heavy fire on economic and 
ethical grounds. When budgets have 
to be cut. nurseries are usually the 
first. casualties; .and the obvious 
means of discouraging the demand 
for them 1s to persuade the young 
mother. that there is something 
morally wrong with her if she allows 
“strangers " to care for her child. But 
the nursery has considerable claims to 
-be regarded as.a form of preventive 
medicme—the regular medical inspec- 
tions -he!p to keep down hospital 
cases: and a. sick child costs a hospi- 
ial about £10 a week. 

Then there is the question of play 
space... the most conscientious of 
mothers is glad of the nursery's help 


in keeping the small child off the 
streets and away from the accident 
risks of the too small, too incon- 
venient home. 

Further, those who are so severe on 
“good-time parents” seem to forget 
that the bad mother is going to dump 
her child in any case; and for the 
child's sake the nursery is by far the 
most suitable dumping-ground. 

For children who must be removed 
from their own homes, foster-parents, 
when carefully chosen, are probably 
the ideal solution. Yet foster-homes, 
~s Lady Reading reminded the con- 
ference, are exceedingly difficult to 
supervise properly. It seems as though 
the small children’s home will be 
increasingly of use, aithough, as at 
present run, these tend to be too rigid 
over age-groups . and the experiment 
of having a man or two on the staff 
whenever possible is to be recom- 


mended. K.M.S. 


CAREERS ADVICE 
Youth Employment Service (2) 
Jewish day and boarding schools 
‘should note the development of guidance 


about employment being integrated with 
the school curriculum. Youth employ- 


ment officers have been helpful in this” 


connection. in arranging careers talks and 
assisting wih occupational surveys, 
descriptions of specific job requirements, 
visits to factories, film exhibitions, and 
careers hterature. 

The introduction of the new general 
certificate of education has illustrated 
the importance. of providing vocational 
guidance before the examination year : 
since a number of schoolleavers, who 
had determined on specific careers, dis- 
covered too late that they had taken the 
wrong Of an insufficient number of 
subjects in. the prelaminary examinations. 
Farlier vocational guidance would have 
given the pupils time to think about 
akernatuve careers, should the appropriaic 
examination quahfications not have been 
atiainabie.

Jewish Cookery 
COOKING FOR ONE 
It is not easy to vary the menu when 


catering for oneself, as there have to be 


so many meatless days. Here are a few 
suggestions for making the most of the 
small meat ration and main dishes of 
fish, cheese, and vegetables. 


Braised Chop 


One chop; a small onion and carrot; 
a piece of turnip; a stick of celery; one 
tomato; seasoning. 

Cuor the onion, slice the tomato, and 
dice the other vegetables. Mek a little 
dripping in a strong saucepan, and brown 
the chop on both sides. Remove from 
the pan, and put in the vegetables. Cover 
tightly and cook over a gentle heat for 
ten minutes, shaking the pan frequently. 
Season, and add sufficient stock or water 
to just cover the vegetables, and bring 
to the boil. Lay the chop on top, cover 
with a greased paper and the lid, and 


cook very genily either on top of the 


stove or in a moderaie oven, 20-30 
minutes. | 


Hamburser Steaks 


Minced raw beef, 4 o7.; breadcrumbs, 
2 tablespoonfuls; grated onion, I. tea- 
spoonful; waier, 1 
Worcester sauce, | 
table extract, 

Mix all ingredients, adding the vege- 
table extract, salt and pepper to taste. 
Form into two round flat cakes, and roll 
lightly in seasoned flour. Fry slowly in 
shallow fat about 15. minutes. turning to 
brown both sides; keep the frying pan 
covered with a large saucepan Id.

Fish Hot Pot 


Fresh or smoked fillet of fish, 4 ib.: 
flour. + oz.; a small onion and carrot;

1 teaspoonful ; margarine, | oz.: chopped 
parsley, salt, and pepper. 

Siice. the carrot and onion thinly. Melt 
the margarine in. a saucepan, add the 
carrot and onion, Cover, and cook gently

Mix flour with a spoonful of 
cold water, add, and: stir ull boiling:

RISE IN ADVANCES 

A notable feature of the 1951 balance-shect 
was a. rise of nearly £54 million in the item 
“ Advances to Customers and Other Accounts.’ 
but a large proportion of this increase was duc 
to borrowings by Public Authorities; Advances 
to industfy and trade would have been appre- 
ciably latger had it not been for the Bank's 
compliance with the official policy of restraint 
upon lending 

In November H.M. Treasuty decided to fund 
£1,000 million of Treasury Bills: by an_ issue 
of. an equivalent amount of Serial Funding 
Loan. Stock, By this means the Treasury had 
broveht about a severe curtailment in the 
capacwty. of the banks to make {further advances, 
and many would-be borrowers would find that 
it would be even harder for them to. obtain 
from. the Bank financial assistance which they 
mient well consider to be merited, 
DETERIORATION IN. NATIONAL AFFATRS 

The Chairman's statement then. proceeds: to 
remark On the country’s economic position in 
terms which may be summarised as follows 

The deterioration: in our national . affairs 
which the year 19S{ has brought about is very’ 
much. in all our minds. The Prime Minister 
told us in November that on the then existing 
trends and policies the United Kingdom would 
have in 1952: ‘a deficit on its general balance 
of. payments of beiween £500 million and £600 
million. while the loss to the central gold and 
dollar reserve of the sterling atea might be 
appreciably. more. How gravely. different. a

The’ new. Government has already taken 
two very important steps towards: Mecting our 
dangerous situation in. making drastic cuts in 
our imports and in- réstriciing credit for non- 
essential purposes, But it cannot even be 
hoped that these steps..will be. sufficient by 
themselves, and..we. have. been warned by. the 
Prime’ Minister of ‘the. need for further 
unpleasant action which the Government wii! 
have t© take early this year. 

It is greatly to be hoped that during 1952 
we shall give up any complacency induced by 
the expression ‘‘-the terms. of trade have moved 
against us ’’-~as if that. were an. adequate 
excuse for failure: to. balance our. externa! 
accoums, No biisiness could: survive for jong 
that attempted to. explain. losses year. after 
vear by the fact that the terms of trade had 
moved against it; it would have to examine its 
‘buying and its selling methods, and above al! 
its costs. and by economy -or. by increased. pro- 
ductivity brings. its accounts into balance. The 
nation must do. the same. We have . done 
much of which we may ‘be proud in the wav 
of increasing the volume of. our exports since 
the war. but not. vet enongh 

Every increase in carnings, when not matched 
by increased production, lowers the. purchasing 
power of the. pound sterling and. ultimately 
places a strain. on its value in the foreign 
exchange market—and this at a.time when ai! 
our. efforts should. be: devoted to stabilising the 
value of our currency at bome and abroad 

NEED FOR. INCREASED PRODUCTION 

The solution of most. of our economic’ prob- 
tems lies ultimately in an increase of produc- 
tion, and since we already have a condition of 
full employmem. we must. secure an even 
greater output from out present labour force. 
We ought to be able to learn something from 
the country whose industrial output has been 
sufficient not only to support a high standard 
of: Jiving. but also to permit assistance On a 
most generous scale to ourselves and to other 
coumtries, The reports: of the teams which 
have been visiting the United States under the 
auspices of the  Angio-American. Productivity

The néed to defend the present exchange 
value of the pound sterling is very clear, and 
in this respect a special responsibility. rests. with.
